— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (2) of Section 12 of the National Cadet Corps Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the 
Central Government hereby appoints Lt.-Col. Bhag Singh. AA & QMG, HQ, Assam 
Base, to be a member of the State Advisory Committee of the National Cadet 
Corps for the State of Assam and makes the following further amendments in the 
Notn. of the Govt, of India in the M, of D., No. S.R.O. 134, dated 2nd Apl. 1956, 
namely:— 

In the said Notn. for the entry “5. Lt.-Col. J. N. Ghosh, AA & QMG, HQ 
Assam Base.”, the entry “5. Lt.-Col. Bhag Singh, AA & QMG, HQ 
Assam Base.” shall be substituted. 

S.R.O. 216, dated 7th June 1957. — In exercise of tho powers conferred by 
Section 13 of the National Cadet Corp s Act, 1948 (31 of 1948), the Central Govern- 
ment hereby makes the following amendments in the National Cadet Corps 
(Girls’ Division) Rules 1949, namely: — 

In the said Rules — 

(1) In rule 2— 

(a) for clause (j), the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(j) the expression “school” and ‘‘university” have the meaning res- 
pectively assigned to them by the Act.” 

vb) after clause (1) , the following clauses shall be added, namely: — 

“(m) the expression “Headmistress” means the Head of a school; 

i;',) the expression "Principal" means the Head of a college; 

(o) the expression “Senior Wing” has reference to a unit raised in a 

college;

“(b) (i)i unless she has attained the u«e of 13 years and has not attained 
the age of 184 years. In the ease of Junior Wing; 

(ii) unless she is over 15 years of age in the case of Senior Wing.” 

(c) after clause (e), the following clauses shall be added, namely; — 

‘‘(f) unless she Is on the roll of the school or college which is providing 
the unit of the Junior or Senior Wing, as the case may be, or part 
thereof; 

(g) unless she is a citizen of India or a subject of Nepal.” 

(4) For rule 5, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(5) Application of enrolment . — A girl student desirous of being enrolled 
in a Junior or Senior Wing unit shall apply to the Headmistress or 
Principal, as the case may be, who shall cauge her to All up and sign 
in her presence a statement in Form I.” 

(6) In rule 0, for the words ‘‘the Principal of the college" the words ‘ the Head- 
mistress or Principal” shall be substituted. 

(6) In rule 7— 

(a) for the words ‘‘Principal of the college”, the words “Headmistress or 

Principal” shall be substituted; 

(b) . for the words “enrolment In the unit” the words “enrolment in the 

Junior or Senior Wing unit, as the case may be” shall be substituted; 

(c) after the words “service in the” the word “said” shall be inserted. 

(7) In rule 8, for the words “Principal of the college” the words “Headmistress 
or Principal” shall be substituted. 

(8) In rule 9. for the words “Principal of the college” wherever they occur, 
the words “Headmistress os Principel” shall be substituted. 

(9) For rule 11, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“11. Extension of Service.— U) (a) A girl cadet of the Junior Wing may be 
permitted to extend her enrolment for a period of one year up to a 
maximum of three years’ total service. 

(b) A girl cadet of the Senior Wing may be permitted to extend her enrol- 
ment for periods of one year at a time but so as not to exceed four 
years’ total service,” 

(2) The Ministry of Defence, Government of India, may grant a further 
extension of service to a girl cadet beyond the maximum limit of 
service. 

(10) For rule 12, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“12. Appointment. — A girl student enrolled in the Junior or Senior Wing of 
the Gilrs’ Division shall be appointed by the Headmistress or Princi- 
pal, as the case may be, to the unit or part thereof which is being 
provided by the school or college to which the girl student belongs. 

(11) In rule 13— 

(a) for clause (a), the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(a) unless she is a member of the permanent teaching staff — 

(i) in the case of Junior Wing, of the school and 

(ii) in the case of Senior Wing, of the college 

where a Junior or Senior Wing unit or part thereof, as the case may be, is 
being raised.” 

(b) in clause (f), after the words “National Cadet Corps” the words “or 

the WACI or the Armed Forces” shall be inserted.

“(g) unless she Is a citizen of India or a subject of Nepal.”

14. Application for appointment. — Any female member of the permanent 
teaching staff of a school or college, who is desirous of being appointed as an 
officer in the Junior or Senior Wing of the Girls Division as the case may be, shall 

apply to the Headmistress or Principal who will cause her to fill up and sign in 

her presence a statement in Form II. If the Headmistress or Principal, as the case 
may be, is satisfied that such member fulfils the conditions of appointment and is 
fit in all respects for appointment, she shall fill up and sign the relevant state- 
ment in Form IJ and forward the application; 

(a) in the case of Junior Wing 

(i) where there is an Inspectress of schools, to such Inspectress; 

(ii) where there is no Inspectress of schools, to such other educational 

authority as may be specified in this behalf by the State Government; 

The Inspectress of schools or other educational authority, as the case may 
be, shall forward the application with her recommendation to the 
Director of Public Instruction. 

(b) in the case of Senior Wing, to the Director of Public Instruction or such 
other educational authority as may be specified in this behalf by the State Gov- 
ernment. 

(13) In rule 15, for the words “Principal of a college" the words “Headmis- 
tress or Principal’’ shall be substituted. 

(14) In rule 16 — • 

(a) in sub-rule fl), for the words “Principal of a college", the words “Head- 
mistress or Principal” shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-rule (2), for the words “The Director of Public Instruction” the 
words “The Inspectress of schools or Director of Public Instruction” shall be 
substituted. 

(15) In rule 17— 

(a) for the words “Director of Public Instruction” the words “Inspectress of 
schools or Director of Public Instruction” shall be substituted;

sioned service in the Armed Forces, WACI or National Cadet Corps 
(Senior Wing of the Girls Division) or has passed Certificate “G” 
Part II examination of the National Cadet Corps (Girls’ Division); 

(b) in the Junior Wing if she has rendered commissioned service in the 
Armed Forces, WACI or National Cadet Corps (Girls Division) 
or has passed Certificate “G” Part I or II examinations of the 
National Cadet Corps (Girls’ Division); 
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(17) For rule 20, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“20, Posting.- — (1) An officer of the Senior Wing of the Girls Division shall be 
posted to a Senior Wing unit of that Division by the Ministry of Defence, Gov- 
ernment of India. 

(2) An officer of the Junior Wing of the- Girls Division shall be posted to a 
Junior Wing unit of that Division by the State Government. 

(18) For rule 20-A, the following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“20- A. Notice of leaving school or college. — (1) Where an officer of the Senior

so to the Principal. 

(2) Where an officer of the Junior Wing of the Girls Division of tho Corps 
desires to leave the school In which is located the Junior Wing unit to which she 
is posted under sub-rule (2) of rule 20, she shall give three months’ notice in 
writing of her intention to do so to tho Headmistress, 

(19) In rule 21 — 

(a) In sub-rules (1) and (2), after the word "officer 1 ’ wherever it occurs, the 
words “of the Senior Wing" shall be inserted; 

(b) after sub-rule (2), the following sub-rules shall be added — 

“(3) The transfer of an officer of the Junior Wing of the Girls Division 
from one unit to another shall be authorised by the State Government.

this behalf by the State Government. The Inspectress of schools or 
the educational authority so specified shall then forward the applica- 
tion with her or Its recommendation to the Director of Public Instruc- 
tion or such other educational authority as may be specified in this 
behalf by the State Government.

Instruction or such other educational authority as may be specified 
by the State Government.

Every applicant for a Commission in the Junior or Senior Wing of the Girls’ 
Division shall be liable to undergo pre-commission training for a period of two or 
three months respectively with an Armed Forces unit, school or centre. 

(26) In rule 31, for the word ‘‘college” wherever it occurs, the words “school 
-or college” shall be substituted. 

(27) For rule 32, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“32. Annual Training. — (a) Every Officer and Girl Cadet in the Girls Division 
-shall be liable during the training year to attend an annual camp of 12 days’ 

• duration in the case of Senior Wing and of 10 days’ duration in the case of Junior 
Wing. 

(28) For rule 34, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

“34. Pay.— (1) Every officer commissioned in the Girls’ Division shall be en- 
titled to; — 

(a) for periods of actual attendance at the Combined Cadre and Social 

Service Camp or at an authorised course of instruction with an 
Armed Forces unit or school or centre, including intervening Sundays 
and holidays, to such pay as specified in Schedule II; 

(b) for every day, not exceeding 12 days in the case of Senior Wing and 10 

days in the case of Junior Wing, in all, actually spent in the Annual 
Training Camp, pay of rank as specified in Schedule II; 

,(c) in the case of Senior Wing, an initial outfit allowance of Rs. 250/- on 
being selected for Commission: 
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Provided that an officer, who has already drawn such an allowance as a 
Commissioned Officer in the Girls Division of the National Cadet 
Corps, shall not be entitled to such initial outfit allowance; 

Provided further that If the person, so selected for Commission in the 
Girls Division of the National Cadet Corps, fails to qualify in her 
pre-commission training, she shall either return the amount advanc- 
ed to her on account of outfit allowance or will return the items of 
uniform thus purchased, a s may be specified on this behalf by the 
State Government; 

(d) in the ease of Senior Wing, an outfit allowance of Rs. 50/- for the 

maintenance of her uniform at the end of every year of service in the 

National Cadet Corps; 

(e) in the case of Senior Wing, an honorarium of Rs. 50/- per month for a 

period of 9 months in a year. The payment of honorarium will be 
without prejudice to the payment of pay of rank admissible to NCC 
Officers; 

(f) in the case of Junior Wing, free uniform on being selected for Commis- 

sion as per scale laid down by the Ministry of Defence, Government 
of India, from time to time; 

Provided that if the person so selected for Commission fails to qualify in 
her pre-commission training, she shall return the items of uniEorm 
as may be specified by the State Government from time to time; 

(g) in the case of Junior Wing, an honorarium of Rs. 35/- per month for a 

period of 9 months in a year; 

(h) in the case of Junior Wing, at the end of the training year, an honora- 

rium as specified in Schedule II on condition that she has attended 
the Annual Training Camp of her unit in such a training year. 

(2) A girl cadet shall not be entitled to any pay.”

(b) An allowance of Rs. 4/- per day, for every day of actual attendance at 
annual training camp, Cadets Combined Cadre and Social Service Camps or at 
authorised Course of instructions other than pre-commission training in Armed 
Forces Unit/School/Centre, provided the Officers concerned live, mess and sleep- 
in Camp or Official Mess as the case may be. Dearness allowance at present, 
admissible to officers will be discontinued. 


(c) Free conveyance or cost of conveyance by rail in 1st Class or by road at. 
eight annas per mile, to the site of the annual training camp from the college 
where the unit or part thereof is located. Free conveyance or similar allowance 
will be paid for the return journey.

from the town in which the school/college to which the woman belongs is located. 

A similar allowance will be paid for the return journey. 

Note —If a woman is ordered to proceed on such preliminary military 
training during vacation this travelling allowance shall be paid from her place of , 
residence. 

(c) Dally allowance, at the rate specified below, shall be paid to a woman 
selected for training as an ofllcer of the Senior or Junior Wing of the Girls Divi- 
sion, undertaking journey under sub-paragraph (b) of this paragraph from the 
time the journey begins to the time it ends for each of the onward and return 
journeys; except that no daily allowance shall be admissible for journeys of less 
than 6 hours and half the daily allowance shall be admissible for journeys exceed- 
ing 8 hours, but not exceeding 12 hours while for journeys of longer duration, full 
daily allowance shall be admissible for every 24 hours. For parts of 24 hours, in

7th June 1957.— The following bye-laws made by the Canton- 
ment Board, Ranikhet, for the regulation and control of loud speakers in the 
Ranikhet Cantonment, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (28), (38) and 
139) of section 282 and section 283 of the Cantonments Act. 1924 (2 of 1924), are 
hereby published for general Information, the same having been previously pub- 
lished and having been approved and confirmed by the Central Government, as 
■required by sub-section (1) of section 284 of the said Act, namely: 

BYE-LAWS FOR THE REGULATION AND CONTROL OF LOUD SPEAK- 
ERS WITHIN THE LIMITS OF RANIKHET CANTONMENT 


1 Except with the permission of the Cantonment Executive Officer and on such 
■ conditions as may be Imposed under these bye-laws, no person shall make use of 

any loud speaker or other electrically or mechanically operated means of amplify- 
ing sound whether -stationary or fitted to any motor lorries or other moving 
vehicle, within the limits of the Ranikhet Cantonment. Provided that no such 
permission shall be necessary for the use of any loud speaker for any purpose 
which, in the opinion of the Executive Officer, Is official. 

2 An application for obtaining permission shall be submitted to the Executive 
Officer who may, with due regard to public safety and convenience, in hi s discre- 
tion. refuse or grant permission and while granting such permission he may 
impose any reasonable conditions in respect of the use of the apparatus. Toe 
Board may from time to time issue instructions for the guidance of the Executive 

-Officer in regard to this matter. 

3. Any permission given or condition imposed under these bye-laws may he 
withdrawn or varied by the Executive Officer where such withdrawal or variation 
appears necessary in the interest of the public. 

4 Any person aggrieved by an order of the Executive Officer made under 
these byc-laws may appeaCto the Cantonment Board within 10 days from the date 
of the communication of such orders to him. 


5. Any contravention of the provisions of these bye-laws shall be punishable 
with fine which may extend to rupees one hundred and, in the case of a continu- 
ing contravention, with an additional fine which may extend to five rupees for 
every day during which such contravention continues after conviction for the first 
such contravention.
